ORDER 

1. Vide Gazette Notification No.S.0.1164(E) dated 

3 rd October, 2003, the Central Government In exercise of powers 
conferred by sub-section (1) of Section 3 of the Unlawful 
Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 (37 of 1967) (hereinafter to be 
referred to as the 'Act'), declared the 'National Liberation Front of 
Ttlpura' and 'All Tripura Tiger Force’ (for short 'NLFT and 
'AlTt') as unlawful Associations and having regard to the 
circumstances mentioned in the said notification formed an 
opinion that It was necessary to declare the 'NLFT and "ATTF as 
unlawful Associations with immediate effect and accordingly in 
exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to sub-section (3) 
of Section 3 of the Act, the Central Government directed that the 
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said notification shall, subject to any order that may be made 
under Section 4 of the said Act, will have the effect from the date 
of its publication in the Official Gazette. The said Gazette 
notification No.S.O.1164(E) dated 3 rt October, 2003 reads as 
under: 

‘‘MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS 
NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 3 rd October, 2003 

S.0.1164(E).-- Whereas the National 
liberation Front of Tripura (hereinafter referred 
to as the NLFI) has its professed aim, to 
establish an independent “BoroMand Twipra” by 
liberation of Tripura from India through armed 
struggle in alliance with other armed 
secessionist organizations of Tripura and Incite 
indigenous people of Tripura, for secession and 
thereby the secession of Tripura from India; 

And whereas the All Tripura Tiger 
Force (hereinafter referred to as the ATTF) has 
its professed aim, the formation of a separate 
nation of seven sisters comprising Tripura, 
Assam, Manipur, Mizoram, Nagaland, Meghalaya 
and Arunachal Pradesh resulting in bringing 
about the secession of the said States from 
India, in alliance with other armed secessionist 
organizations of the North East region and to 
carry on armed struggle for separation of these 
States from India and thereby secession of these 
States from India; 

And whereas, the Central Government 
is of the opinion that the NLFT and the ATTF 
have,- 
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1. been engaging In subversive and violent 
activities, thereby undermining the 
authority of the Government and 
spreading terror and violence among the 
people for achieving its objective; 

ii. established linkages with other unlawful 
associations, viz., the United liberation 
Front of Assam (ULFA) and Mettei 
extremist outfits of Manipur with the aim 
of mobilizing their support; 

iii. in pursuance of its aim and objective in 
the recent past, engaged in several violent 
and unlawful activities which are 
prejudicial to the sovereignty and integrity 
of India; 

And whereas, the Central Government is also of 
the opinion that their violent and unlawful 
activities include, - 

(a) killing of civilians and personnel 
belonging to the Police and Security 
Forces; 

(b) extortion of funds from the public 
including businessmen and traders in 
Tripura; 

(c) procuring large number of arms and 
ammunitions, including sophisticated 
ones, through clandestine or illegal 
channels and inducting them secretly into 
Tttpura through a neighbouring country; 

(d) establishing and main taining camps in a 
neighbouring country for the purpose of 
safe sanctuary, training,- procurement of 
arms and ammunitions, etc.;

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(e) estabMahln g and maintaining linkages 
■with other Tripura tribal extremist groups 
for causing and fomenting communal 
clashes between the tribal and nan-tribal 
communities in Tripura;

And whereas the Central Government is of the 
opinion that the aforesaid activities of the NLFT 
and the AXIF are detrimental to the sovereignty 
and integrity of India and that they are unlawful 
associations; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers 
conferred by sub-section (1) of section 3 of 
Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 (37 of 
1967), the Central Government hereby declares 
the National liberation Front of Tripur a (NL FT) 
and the All Tripura Tiger Force (ATTF) as 
unlaw ful associations; 

And whereas the Central Government Is also of 
the opinion that If there Is no immediate curb 
and control, the NLFT and the ATTF will take the 
opportunity to,- 

i. mobilize their cadres for escalating their 
secessionist, subversive, terrorist and 
violent activities; 

it. propagate anti-national activities in 
collusion with forces inimical to India's 
sovereignty and national integrity; 

iii. indulge in increased killings of civilians 
and targeting of the Police and Security 
Forces personnel;

iv. procure and induct more illegal arms and 
ammunitions from across the 
international border. 

v. extort and collect huge funds from the 

public for their activities. 
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And whereas, the Central Government, having 
regard to the above circumstances, Is of the firm 
opinion that it is necessary to declare the NLFT 
and the ATTF as unlawful associations with 
immediate effect; and accordingly in exercise of 
the powers conferred by the proviso to sub¬ 
section (3) of the said section 3, the Central 
Government hereby directs that this notification 
shall, subject to any order that may be made 
Tinder section 4 of the said Act, have effect from 
the date of its publication in the Official Gazette.

2. Vide a subsequent notification No.S.0.1260(E) dated 

31 st October, 2003, the Central Government in exercise of its 
powers conferred by sub-section (1) of Section 5 of the Act 
constituted The Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Tribunal’ with 
(hereinafter to be referred to as the 'Tribunal’), with the 
undersigned for the purpose of adjudicating whether or not there 
is sufficient cause for declaring the 'NLFT and 'ATTF* as 
unlawful Associations. The said notification No.S.0.1260(E) 
dated 31 st October, 2003 reads as under : 

"MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS 
NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 31* October, 2003 

S.0.1260(E).—In exercise of the 
powers conferred by Sub-section (1) of Section 5 
of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 
(37 of 1967), the Central Government hereby 
constitutes The Unlawful Activities (Prevention) 
Tribunal" consisting of Shri Justice R.C. Jain, 
Judge of Delhi High Court, for the purpose of 
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adjudicating whether or not there Is sufficient 
cause of declaring the National liberation Front 
of Tripura and All Tripura Tiger Force, as 
unlawful associations.

3. Vide a communication No.9/6/2003-NE.I dated 

3 rd November, 2003, a Reference under Section 4(1) of the Act 
was received from the Central Government along with a brief 
resume disclosing the alms/objectives and violent activities of 
NLFT and ATTF. The resume details out the following 
averments and allegations: 

1* Tripura is facing insurgency for the last 20 years. 
Though around 20 armed tribal groups have been 
identified on ground, only National liberation Front 
of Tripura and All Tripura Tiger Force are 
responsible for majority of killings and have some 
Ideological mooring with main activities remaining 
confined to murders, looting. extortions, 
abductions, etc. for monitory gains. The violence is 
mostly targeted against non-tribals. 

2. Both the National liberation Front of Tripura 
(NLFT) and the All Tripura Tiger Force (ATTF) had 
been spreading secessionist tendencies by 
demanding separation of Tripura from rest of India 
and creation of a separate country. While NLFT 
has been demanding a separate country since its 
inception, the secessionist tendencies of ATTF have 
become more clear with its political wing Tripura 
People’s Democratic Front flPDF), formed in 1997, 
talking of "national freedom’ through an armed 
movement and terming Indian Army/Security 
Forces (s£) as "Indian Occupation Forces’ and 
India’s Independence as their "colonial bondage*. 
The ATTF has also been protesting against merger 
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of Tripura with India. Both the outfits not only 
believe in aimed revolution and violence as a 
means to achieve their goal of over-throwing and 
democratically elected and legally constituted 
governments, but also have been indulging in 
frequent violence, killing innocent people and 
causing ethnic disturbances. Both the outfits have 
also been boycotting celebrations of National Days. 

The violence and extortions by both the NLFT and 
the ATTF have been continuing despite declaration 
of 31 police stations in the State as fully/partially 
disturbed. While the violence of NLFT remains 
quite high, the violence of ATTF has shown an 
increasing trend. In fact, the violence of NLFT has 
been highest amongst all the North Eastern 
terrorist groups this year as it was during 1999- 
2001. Both the outfits have been advocating ouster 
of non-tribals, particularly Bengalis, from Tripura 
and attacking them whenever the outfits get an 
opportunity, giving rise to frequent ethnic 
clashes/tensions on the slightest provocation. Very 
strong undercurrent of tribal-non-tribal tension 
continues in the State due to the activities of these 
terrorist outfits. 


4. The violence profile of ATTF & NLFT is given below.

5. The ATTF, which was formed in mid 1993, has a 
membership of around 350 hardcore armed cadres 
and is led by Ranjit Debbarma. It is active in whole 
of Dhalai district, Khowal, Kalyanpur, Telipmura, 
Jirania, Takarjala and Sidhai PS areas of West 
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ittpura district, Kailashahar, Fatikray and 
Kanchanpur PS area of North Tripura district and 
Birganj, R.K Pur, Taidu & Ompi F® areas of South 
Tripura district. The NLFT, formed in 1989 and led 
by Biswa Mohan .Dd>barnia, has an estimated 
cadre strength of 600 and arms holding of 350. It 
is known to have areas of influence in the whole of 
Dhalai district, Kalyanpur and Ttfoujala PS areas 
of West Tripura district, Kanchanpur and Vaghman 
PS areas of North Tripura district and Birganj, 
Tahiti, Nutan Bazar. Shantir bazar and Ompi PS 
areas of South Tripura district. The declaration of 
19 police stations in Tripura as disturbed area* in 
February 1997 and more areas subsequently has 
not in any way affected the activities of the NLFT. 
Rather, the outfit has been able to further 
strengthen its hold In different areas and emerge as 
the major terrorist group in Tripura. 

6. Both the ATTF and the NLFT have training camps 
and hide outs in Bangladesh and have been using 
the Bangladesh territory frequently for t a k i n g 
shelter after indulging in m^or incidents of 
violence. Most of these incidents have been 
planned In and executed from Bangladesh soil. 
They have acquired a sizeable number of 
sophisticated weapons and are known to be 
Tn^fifaining dose links with other North Eastern 
insurgent groups. Recent reports indicate a 
growing nexus between the NLFT and NSCN(IM) on 
the one hand and the ATTF and ULFA on the other, 
in their operations in Tripura. 

7. These tribal extremists/armed miscreants have 
shown little hesitation in attacking Police/Security 
Forces and Innocent non-tribals (particularly 
Bengalis) with a view to forcing them to leave 
Tripura. Most of the victims of the terrorists are 
non-tribals, particularly Bengalis. This has caused 
wide schism between thetribals and non-tribals In 
the State of Tripura leading to volatile ethnic 
situation, which g iv e s rise to ethnic dashes on the 
slightest provocation. 
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8 . The NLFT and the ATTF were previously declared as 
'unlawful associations’ under the 'Unlawful 
Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967’ with effect from 3 rd 
October, 2001. The declaration has been extended 
from 3 rd October, 2003 for a further period of 2 
years. 

9. Notwithstanding the fact that both the NLFT and 
the ATTF have continued to be banned for a period 
of six years now, tribal Insurgency remains the 
most serious security concern In Tripura. Both the 
NLFT and the ATTF continue to resort to massive 
mobilization of funds by unlawful tax collections, 
extortion and even kidnapping and abduction for 
ransom. Procurement of arms by the NLFT and the 
ATTF has also been continuing. The following 
factors, therefore, have been taken into 
consideration before deciding on further extension 
of the ban: 

I. both the NLFT and the ATTF continue to have 
self-styled constitutions which specifically 
speak of secession of Tripura from India by 
demanding separate State of tribal land as 
their ultimate objective; 

II. the NLFT and the ATTF have been responsible 
for a large number of violent incidents, looting 
of arms and ammunition from the Army and 
Police personnel In which a large number of 
Army, Police personnel and civilians have lost 
their lives; 

ill. apart from this, both the NLFT and the ATTF 
continue to resort to extortions and Illegal tax 
collections for the procurement of arms and 
ammunition as also for maintaining Its leaders 
and cadres; 

Iv. both the NLFT and the ATTF have established 
links with other North Eastern extremist 
groups. The NLFT has reportedly developed 
dose links with the Isak-Mulvah faction of the 
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National Socialist Council of Nagaland [NSCN 
ft/M)j. The ATTF, on the other hand, has links 
with the United liberation Front of Assam 
(ULFA) and also with the Meltel extremists 
groups of Manipur; 

v. both the ATTF and the NUT have training 
camps and hide outs In Bangladesh and have 
been using the Bangladesh territory frequently 
for taking shelter after Indulging In major 
Incidents of violence. Most of these incidents 
have been planned in and executed from 
Bangladesh soil; 

vi. both the NLFT and the ATTF continue to 
procure illegal arms and ammunition. These 
are cither being purchased from Illegal arms 
merchants abroad and smuggled into the 
country or are being snatched from various 
security forces. 

10. ViewB * of the Government of Tripura, Ministry of 
Defence, Army "Headquarters, Intelligence Bureau 
(IB), Cabinet Secretariat (R&AW), Central Reserve 
Police Force (CRPF) and Border Security Force 
(BSF) were invited on the subject of further 
extension of the ban on the NLFT and ATTF. These 
are summarized below; 

i. Government of Tripura have requested to 
continue the ban on the NLFT and the ATTF for 
a further period of 2 years beyond 2 nd October, 
2003 by issue of a suitable Notification. 

11. Ministry of Defence have recommended for 
extension of notification declaring both the 
NUT and the ATTF as "unlawful associations’, 
beyond 2 nd October, 2003. 

Hi. Army Headquarters have recommended that 
the notification declaring both NUT & ATTF as 
"unlawful associations' under the "Unlawful 
Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967, that expires 
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on 2 nd October, 2003, be further extended for a 
period of two years. 

tv. Intelligence Bureau have In their note 
mentioned that ban on both the outfits should 
be continued. 

v. Cabinet Secretariat (R&AW) have stated in 
their note that in view of the subversive 
activities carried out by these organizations, 
leading to a serious law and order problem in 
the State, it would be Justified that the 
notification declaring NLFT and RPA, erstwhile 
ATTF as unlawful associations under the 
'Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 is 
extended beyond 2 nd October, 2003. 

vi. Central Reserve Police Force have 
recommended to extend the notification 
declaring NLFT and ATTF as 'unlawful 
associations' under the 'Unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) Act, 1967' beyond October 2, 2003 
for carrying out effective Counter Insurgency 
Operations against the extremists of these 
outfits in the State. 

vii. Border Security Force have recommended 
declaration of NLFT and ATTF as 'unlawful 
associations’ under the 'Unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) Act, 1967’ beyond 2 nd October, 

2003. BSF have stated in their note that the 
situation in the border areas is not peaceful, as 
both NLFT and ATTF activists have been 
indulging In acts of violence, kidnapping and 
extortions, thus creating an insecure 
environment. These militant organizations 
have established their camps in Bangladesh 
territory and secured support of foreign 
agencies who have inimical designs towards 
India. 

11. In brief, the following reasons are listed in support 
of further declaration of both the NLFT and the 
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ATTF as 'unlawful associations’ under the 
'Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967' with 
effect from 3 rd October, 2003: 

L continued espousal of the policy of secession of 
Tripura from India by the NLFT and formation 
of a separate nation of seven sisters by the 
ATTF. 

11. continued engagement In activities prejudicial 
to the sovereignty and integrity of India. 

hi continued adoption of violence and terror 
through armed action as a means for achieving 
their objective. 

hr. high levels of extortions and Illegal tax 
collections from the public Including 
businessmen, traders and even Government 
employees. 

v. links and support to other North-Eastern 
insurgent groups. While the NUFT has 
developed Hnks with the Isak-Muhrah faction of 
the National Socialist Council of Nagaland 
[NSCN (I/M)|, the ATTF has developed links 
with the United Liberation Front of Assam 
(ULFA) and the Meitei extremist groups of 
Manipur. 

vi. continued maintenance of sanctuaries, safe 
havens and training camps in neighbouring 

. Bangladesh. 

vii. procurement of large number of sophisticated 
arms and ammunit ion through clandestine 
channels or by snatching from various security 
forces. 

12. In view of the above, further declaration of both the 
National Liberation Front of T ripura (NLFT) and the 
All Tripura Tiger Force (ATTF) as 'unlawful 
associations' under section 3(1) read with proviso to 
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section 3(3) of the "Unlawful Activities (Prevention) 

Act, 1967* was considered necessary after the 
expiry of the validity of the previous notification 
dated October 3, 2001. This Is likely to discourage 
them from openly propagating their negative alms 
and activities and seeking support of the public. It 
would also prevent their sympathizers from 
harbouring and assisting the ATTF and the NLFT." 

4. On receipt of the Reference, a preliminary hearing of 

the Tribunal was held on 14 th November, 2003 In which the 
Central Government was represented by Mr.KK.Sud, Additional 
Solicitor General of India and others and Mr.RRJha, Director, 
Ministry of Home Affairs, while Mr.Gopal Singh, Advocate along 
with Mr.KAmbuly, Joint Secretary, Home Department, 
Government of Tripura, represented the State Government of 
Tripura. Taking note of the above referred notifications and 
reference, the Tribunal directed that separate notices as 
envisaged by Section 4(2) of the Act be issued to the "NLFT and 
"ATTF to show cause within 30 days from the date of 
servlce/publlcation of the said notices as to why the said 
Associations should not be declared unlawful and why the order 
should not be made confirming the declaration under sub¬ 
section (1) of Section 3 of the Act. The notices, inter alia, were 
directed to be served In the following manner: - 

1. Copies of the notices be affixed at some 
conspicuous part of the offices, if any, of the 
above Associations; 





11. By proclaiming by beat of drums or by means 
of loudspeakers, the contents of the notice in 
the area in which the activities of the 
Associations are ordinarily carried out: 

iii. By publication of the notices in two National 
daily newspapers (in English and Hindi) and 
also in one prominent Local paper in vernacular 
language, which is under circulation in the 
State of Tripura; and 

iv. By making announcement on All India Radio 
and telecasting on Doordarshan from the Local 
Broadcasting and Transmission Stations of the 
State of Tripura. 

5 . It was further directed that the service of the notices be 

effected through all the above modes within ten days and 
compliance in regard to service of notices be reported to the 
Registrar of Tribunal by the competent officers of the 
State/Central Government by filing their affidavits within three 
weeks. The Central Government and the State Government of 
Tripura were also called upon to file the affidavits of their 
witnesses and material/documents on which reliance was placed 
by them In support of the allegations and grounds on the 
strength of which the above referred Associations had been 
declared unlawful within four weeks. Affidavits of Mr.R.RJha, 
Director, Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of India mid that 
of Mr.RC.Poddar, Joint Resident Commissioner. Government of 
Tripura were filed confirming that the notices, were 
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issued/published in the name of the Associations In accordance 
with the specified modes and copies of citations and other 
communications were also filed In support thereof. 

6. The next hearing of the Tribunal was held on 

8 th January, 2004 and the Tribunal noticed that despite the due 
publication of notices and due publicity given on Radio and 
Television, neither of the two Associations 'NLFT and 'ATTF has 
shown any cause as to why the said Associations be not declared 
unlawful within the stipulated period as prescribed In the notices 
or even upttl the date of hearing. These Associations have also 
gone unrepresented before the Tribunal on that day and even on 
subsequent hearings. However, affidavits of Mr.RRJha, 
Director, Ministry of Home Affairs and Mr.RC.Poddar, Joint 
Resident Commissioner, Government of Tripura were filed on 
behalf of the Central Government and the State of Ttipura 
respectively. A supplementary affidavit of Mr.K.Ambuly, Joint 
Secretary, Ministry of Home, State Government of Tripura was 
also filed. On request being made from the aide of the Central 
Government and the State Government of Tripura, opportunity 
was granted to produce the affidavits of the witnesses whose 
names appear In Annexure-IV of the affidavit of Mr.RC.Poddar 
as also liberty granted to file the affick&lts of additional 
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witnesses, if It was considered necessary* Time was extended 
and affidavits of 21 witnesses have been filed in support of the 
Reference. 

7. Having regard to the drcumstances that the activities 

of the "NLFT* and 'ATIF were stated to be conspicuous and 
prevalent in the State of Tripura, It was considered necessary to 
hold a hearing of the Tribunal at the State Headquarter at 
Agartala, Tripura. Accordingly, after duly notifying the date, time 
and venue of the hearing, the Tribunal held its two sittings at the 
Circuit House. Agartala from 11.00 AM. onwards on 20 th and 
21“ February. 2004. On both the days, there was no 
representation on behalf of any of the Associations, namely, 
NLFT and ATTF despite calls having been given at the venue and 
In this way, the Associations remained unrepresented even at the 
hearing? at Agartala.

11. Hie next hearing of the Tribunal was held in Delhi on 

5 th March, 2004 when two witnesses, namely Mr.KC.Poddar, 
Joint Resident Commissioner, Government of Tripura and 
Mr.R-RJha, Director INE-E), Ministry of Home Affairs, 
Government of India, Were examined on behalf of the State 
Government and Central Government respectively and thereafter 
the counsel representing both the Central Government and the 
State Government closed their evidence. 

12. Mr.R.C.Poddar, Joint Resident Commissioner, 
Government of Tripura, fully affirmed and confirmed to the 
contents of his affidavits in regard to the various incidents and 
activities in which the above associations are involved. The said 

incidents and activities are as under : 

i. During last assembly election ATTF gave a boycott 
call urging the public not to take part In the 
Assembly Election held in February, 2003 through 
its mouth piece ’‘Chwaba’* published bn 


2 nd -3 rd December, 2001. 
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II. The ATTF gave a boycott call of Independence Day 

celebrations In their newsletter Chauba’ and 
"Homehang. 

III. In order to achieve their objectives* ATTF along with 
Manipur base extremist organization MPLF 
(Manipur People liberation Front) and ULFA have 
launched “Operation Freedom'* In all the three 
States in the 3 rd week of June. A number of violent 
incidents have already taken place In the three 
States as a part of Operation freedom. 

Iv. pome of the recent Incidents have Indicated that 
ATTF has been able to procure a large amount of 
Land Mines, Rocket Launchers, RPGs etc. which 
they are using against security forces. This has 
been corroborated by reliable Information received 
from various channels. 

v. During last Republic Day and Independence Day, 
both the ATTF & NLFT gave call for boycotting the 
celebrations and raised black flags in the interior 
places of Tripura In order to prohibit the public 
from attending the functions organized for 
celebrating the occasions.

13. He farther stated that both AJ^iTandNLFT and their 
factions have set up their camps in foreign country from where 
they are carry ing out their operations inside Tripura. They have 
collected arms with the help of foreign agencies as well as other 
under-ground outfits viz. ULFA, NSCN and are forcibly extorting 
money from the common people in the nam^pf 'tax'. 

14. He further stated that ATTFhas changed its name as 
Revolutionary Peoples Army (RPAJ as tt is evident from their 
organization news paper “Chawba" dated 3 April. 2003 seized 
during Investigation. 

15. In his affidavit, he has detailed out some of the heinous

In the early morning at 07.15 hrs 
some extremists were found approaching towards 
them with sophisticated weapons like A.K. Rifle. 
When the group was challenged, they started firing. 
As a result, one rifleman Blnay Roy sustained 
bullet Injury Sc subsequently expired on way to 
Hospital.

ii. On 06.05.2003 morning when A.R. Personnel 
conducted special operations at Ratanpur Market 
area, they challenged one Parimal Debbarma. He 
tried to escape by firing at the security forces. In 
self defence A.R. Personnel also fired and captured 
him. On .22 revolver, one magazine and 3 live 
rounds were recovered from him. Parimal 
Debbarma expired on way to hospital. (Khowai PS 
case No. 76/2003 U/S 307 IPC & 27/25(A) Arms

iii. On 05.07.2003 at 0535 hours 10 CRPF personnel 
were coming to Kalyanpur from Baramaidan in two 
vehicles.

IS. Towards the end of his affidavit, he has stated that In 
the light of the facts stated in the affidavit, Notification 
NO.S.0.1164(E) dated 3* October. 2003 issued by the 
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Government of India in exercise of the powers conferred by sub¬ 
section 1 of Section 3 of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 

1967 declaring National Liberation Front of Tripura (NLFT) and 
the All Tripura Tiger Force (ATTF) and their factions as Unlawful 
Associations, published in the extra ordinary issue of the Gazette 
of India, is for sufficient cause and is justified and in accordance 
with law and he prays that in these circumstances, this Hon’ble 
Tribunal may be graciously pleased to confirm the declaration 
made by the Government of India in the said Notification. 

19. Mr.R.RJha, Director held out in his deposition that the 
reports of various authorities/agencies as referred to in the 
resume are available in his Ministry and they can be made 
available to the Tribunal for its perusal. The reports were 
subsequently submitted for the perusal of the Tribunal and after 
perusal, were returned in the sealed cover. 

20. I have heard Mr.K.K.Sud, learned Additional Solicitor 
General representing the Union of India and Mr.Gopal Singh, 
Advocate for the State of Tripura, 

21. As noticed above, the Inquiry in the present reference 
proceedings have gone ex parte as no one from the side of the 
above named Associations has shown any cause as to why the 
Associations should not be declared unlawful and, therefore, 


w 
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strictly speaking, going by the averments and allegations made 

and the material brought on record which has remained 

unrebutted, the Tribunal can at once hold that no cause has 

been shown for not declaring the said Associations as unlawful 

Associations. However, with a view to satisfy Itself, the Tribunal 

has more fully and In detail has examined the entire material 

placed on record. 

22. The above named witnesses have fully affirmed to their 
affidavits and reiterated various incidents. In particular, they 
have fully substantiated the averments and allegations made in 
their depositions. Their depositions establish the following 
incidents/various activities of the Associations. 

23. P NLFT and ATTF have been engaged in committing 
of following incidents as is appearing from the affidavits filed by 
the above witnesses in support of the reference and from their 

statements recorded before the Tribun al:- 

(i) On 14 th August, 2003 at about 21.00 hrs., a 

group of ATTF extremists attacked the village 
Baralunga. They were armed with guns and 
other weapons and they attacked villagers 
and killed 16 people including 6 children and 
6 others were injured. The incident lasted 
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about 10 to 15 minutes. Earlier to this 

Incident, the members suspected of ATTF 
kidnapped 2 persons and killed one person. 
On 14 th August, 2003, terrorist of ATTF and 
NLFT raided a number of villages and on the 
same day. my village was also raided at 
about 9.00 P.M., they started indiscriminate 
firing In which 14 persons were killed and 3 
persons sustained bullet Injuries. My wife 
‘Suprava Debnath was also killed In that 
firing. On the same date and time another 
group attacked village Barlunga Kishnapur 
and killed 16 people. They were wearing 
military colour uniform. 

On 6 th May, 2003 around 11.30 P.M. 
extremists of ATTF and NLFT attacked my 
village and started firing Indiscriminately as a 
result of which my wife, two sons, mother, 
brother and sixteen others of my village were 
killed and myself, my niece and two others 
sustained severe injuries. As a consequence 
of the Injuries sustained by me In the said 
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attack, my left hand had to be amputed. The 
extremists burnt the houses and dead 
bodies. They were 70-80 in number and 
equipped with sophisticated weapons. 

(iv) On 25 th February, 2003 In the evening at 

about 5/6 P.M., some 7 or 8 NLFT extremists 
with sophisticated arms kidnapped me from 
my house and I was warned not to work In 
the election in favour of CPI(M). Thereafter 
the Police recovered me. During my 
detention with them, I was assaulted with 
lathis. Thereafter, sometime in May, 2003 
NLFT group again came to our village and 
killed one minor child. Somewhere in April, 
2003, NLFT extremist group kidnapped 5 
minor boys of 6 or 7 years age from my 
village and all of them were released after 
payment of Rs.2 lacs as ransom money. On 
30 th September, 2003 at about 7.30 P.M., 
NLFT extremists group attacked the village 
Dashram bart and Kunjabehari Para and 
killed 3 persons by firing.

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(v) On 26^ January, 2003 at about 8.00 P.M., a 

group of NLFT extremists numbering 10 to 
15 headed by Biswamohan Debbarma raided 
the village Dusmanta Narayan Para and 
started indiscriminate firing as a result of 
which 11 persons were killed and 5 were 
injured. 

(vi) On 13 th August, 2003 at about 7.30 P.M., a 
group of 20 to 30 ATTF extremists armed 
with weapons raided our village and started 
indiscriminate firing on the villagers as a 
result whereof, three persons were killed and 
four were injured. The Police reached there 
and saved us. Two years ago, one person 
Manik Deb went for grazing his cattle in the 
forest who was killed by ATTF people. The 
extremists groups are regularly extorting 
money from the villagers in the name of 
collection of tax as well as ransom money 
from the kidnapped persons. 

One member of the extremists group (ATTF) 
was injured in the ambush on 29 th August,

2003 and later on it was learnt that he died. 
The number extremists was about 18 to 
19. They left one A.K.56 rifle. There was no 
casualty amongst the security forces in this 
incident. 

(viii) In the year 2003, the ATTF alone killed 
around 40 persons and kidnapped 29 
persons. The detailed activities of these 
Associations are also mentioned in my 
affidavit. 

(ix) On the eve of the National day for instance 
on 14-8-2003 they have, in a cold blooded 
deliberate attempt, killed 31 non-tribal 
civilians including innocent children and 
women under Kaiyanpur Police station and 
Teliamura Police station. On the eve of 
Independence Day 2003 they along with 
other outlawed organizations like NLFT of 
Tripura, ULFA and NDFB of Assam etc. had 
given a call for boycott. They raise black 
flags on these two occasions. 
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In addition to the above cited incidents, the NLFT and 

ATTF have also been engaged in other activities which are as 
under:- 

(i) That, from the source report it came to light 
that both NLFT and ATTF/TPDF/RPA 
continue to espouse secession of Tripura 
from the Union of India as their aim and 
object and to achieve their object, they 
continue to indulge in secessionist, Violent, 
Subversive, and terrorist activities in Tripura. 

The Constitution of the NLFT and ATTF 
advocates secession from the India union as 
their objectives. They have maintained 
separate armed wing with a hierarchical set 
up on the pattern of the regular army 
equipped with large number of sophisticated 
weapons and explosives collected from 
abroad. 

(ii) That, from the various reports collected 
through different channels it is evident that 
since its formation the NLFT and 


ATTF/TPDF/RPA have been responsible for 







large numb er of Incidents Involving mass 
lulling , lfilHng of security forces, kidnapping 
and extortion etc In Tripura. 

That. NLFT and ATTF/TPDF/RPA are 
extorting money from villagers, Government 
employees and Businessmen etc of the State 
through tax notices. 

That, ATTF/TPDF/KPA urged people of the 
State to boycott Independence Day and 
Republic Day. This has been published 
number of times In Its mouth piece “CHOBA". 
That, from various source reports as well as 
interrogation reports of NUFT and AITF it Is 
well evident that to achieve their objectives 
for establishing an independent “Borok land 
Tripura' by liberating Tripura from the 
Indian Union, the ATTF/TPDF/RPA are 
Indulging in violent activities threatening the 
sovereignty tf the country, disturbing public 
older thwarting development of the State and 
creating a reign of terror. 
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(vi) Waging war against the State 

(vii) Forcefully collection of money from civilians 

(viii) Killing of innocent civilians as well as Govt. 

servant and Security Force, which turn in to 
ethnic problem between the communities of 
the State. 

(ix) Members of both the organizations carrying 
out their activities staying from foreign 
communities. It is evident that they set up 
training camp inside Bangladesh where from 
they are indulging in such activities. 

(x) They have their own so called Constitution, 
which enlightened that they want separate 
State out of Indian dominion. They are 
procuring large quantity of sophisticated 
Arms and Ammunitions from foreign 
countries through Illegal ways and carrying 
out subversive activities and violent activities 
in the State. 

(xi) They are maintaining link with other 
underground extremist organization of North 
Eastern State and foreign machineries even 
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then getting training and financial help also. 

Kidnapping of innocent person including 
women, children. Govt, servant, Security 
Force members for realizing ransom. They 
are attacking security force personnel while 
on Govt, duty for restoring sovereignty of the 
State by killing them and snatching their 
Arms. 

On 26-01-03 around 2000 hrs a group of 
NLFT extremist raided the village Dusmanta 
Para under Jirania Private Secretary with 
A.K. series weapon and started 
indiscriminate firing as a result 11 person 
died at the spot. This refers Jirana P.S. Case 
No.5/2003 U/S 148/149/326/307/302 IPC 
and 27 Arms Act. 

On 26-2-03 at 1505 hrs when the polling 
parties were returning under escort of one 
platoon of BSF, they came under heavy fire of 
NLFT extremist at Shantaram Para as a 
result 5 BSF personnel and one civilian 
driver killed at the spot and four other 
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injured. They also looted away 3 SLR, 1 
carbine, 7 LSR magazine and 1 carbine 
magazine and 180 Rds. with a Motorola Hand 
set. This refer to Jirania PS case No.22/2003 
U/S 148/149/302/307/326 IPC and 27 
Arms Act. 

fcsv) On the night of 14.8.03 at 2110 hrs a group 
of ATTF extremist surrounded the village 
Kamal Nagar under P.S. Kalyanpur and 
started indiscriminately firing on the houses 
of the village as a result 14 person died at the 
spot and 4 injured. This refers Kalyanpur PS 
case No.38/2003 U/S 148/149/302/326 
IPC. 

(xvi) On the night of 14-8-03 around a group of 
armed ATTF extremist cordoned the village 
Bariunga under P.S. Teliamura and fired 
indiscriminately to the houses of non tilbals 
as a result 15 persons were killed at the spot 
and 7 others injured. This refers to 
Teliamura PS case No.99/2003 U/S 

148/149/302/326 IPC and 27 Arms Act. 
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In the year 2003 many incident like man 
killing, kidnapping, extortion of money from 
common people took place which were 
committed by both NLFT and ATTF. On 26* 
January. 2003 about 1545 Hrs. a group of 
19/20 NLFT extremist raided the village 
Dusmanta Narayan Para under Jirania PS 
and fired from their weapons indiscriminately 
on the villagers as a result 11 innocent 
villagers were killed and 6 (six) others 
sustained bullet injuries. This refers Jirania 
P.S Case No. 5/03/ u/s. 148/149/302/326 
IPC add 27 Anns Act. 

(xviii) On 6.5.2003 night a group of 20/25 ATTF 
extremists raided Simna Colony with 
sophisticated Arms and killed 17 people and 
6 other people sustained bullet injuries by 
indiscriminate firing of ATTF extremists. 
They also set fire in the village and gutted 4 
houses. The cattle and goat also burnt by 
fire. Out of 6 injured persons two were died 
at G.B. Hospital. This refers SDI P.S. cases 



No. 46/03 u/s 148/149/302/326/436 IPC 
and 27 Arms Act. 

(xix) On 19.05.2003 one Suranjan Das, SDO, 

• PWD, Kalyanpur, Jiban Paul and Surajit 

Bhattacharjee (both are contractor) want to 
Mukambari to supervise the road work. At 
1300 hrs. 9/10 NLFT extremist In O/C dress 
kidnapped them on the point of gun. 
Subsequently they were released after paying 
ransom. 

(xx) On 22.12.2003 Mr.T.B.Roy with OC Sidhai 
P.S. had been to Parkholong on Debra 
Parkhalong road which leads to Khowai. At 
around 1530 hrs on way to SDI from 
Parkhalone at Dabrapara unknown Armed 
ATTF extremist attacked upon of a security 
person namely Braja Jamatia C/451 who 
was about to climb a hill to check the hill 
areas tactically as a result said Braja 
Jamatia constable of DAR succumbed to his 
injuries at spot. This refers SDI P.S. case No. 
87/03 u/s 148/149/353/307/120(B)/302 
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IPC and 27 Arms Act. 

(xxi) During the year 2003, WEST Tripura 
Police/District Task Force/TSR/Assam 

Rifles/CRPS under West Tripura District 
have recovered following Arms and 
Ammunitions from the hand of ATTF/NLFT 
extremist after encounter: - 

1. AK-56 rifle - 1 

2. AK-66 rifle - 2 

3. Country made gun - 5, 

4. Grenade - 1 

5. Chinese grenade - 16, ammunition - 366, 
3,5 Kgs. LE.D. powder 

6. 18 Nos. detonator 

7. 9mm pistol - 1 with 10 nos rounds 

8. Improvised 9mm pistol - 1 

9. Improvised C/M revolver - 3, 

10. 38 rogger revolver - 4 

11. 22 pistol - 1 

12. Chnes pistol - 1

14. SLRRds. 358, G-3 rifle - 2 

(xxii) During the tenure of Mr.T.B.Roy, he led 
number of operations against both the NLFT 
and ATTF extremist and understood that the 
members of ATIF/NLFT (as the case may be) 


alongwith their factions are involved therein 
and responsible for subversive ^activities. With 
the objective of achieving their professed aim 
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of establishing an independent ‘BOROK LAND 
TRIPURA’ by ‘LIBERATING’ Tripura from the 
Indian Union, the NLFT and ATTF and their 
factions have been indulging in secessionist 
and subversive activities which threatens the 
sovereignty of the country, disturbs public 
order and development of the State and 
creates terror among the people. They have 
procured Lethal Weapons such as Land Mines, 
Rocket Launchers, RPG’s etc which they are 
using against security force with a view to 
establishing National Integrity. 

(xxiii) That during the last Republic Day and 
Independence day, both the ATTF and NLFT 
gave a call for Boycotting the celebrations and 
raised black flags in the interior places of 
Tripura in order to prohibit the public from 
attending the functions organized for 
celebrating the occasions. 

24. All the witnesses appearing on behalf of the 
Government of Tripura affirmed the contents of the affidavit of 
Mr.R.C.Poddar. The witnesses proved on record the extortion 
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notices Issued by the banned organizations as well as the first 
Information reports registered In respect of the offences 
committed by these organizations. It was stated by them that 
both the organizations were engaged in subversive and 
secessionist activities In many part of Tripura; they were 
operating from across the border from Bangladesh and it. 
therefore, becomes difficult for the police to curtail them. It was 
stated that the modus operand! of these organizations was to 
terrorise people with arms and threaten certain communities to 
leave certain areas of Tripura . They were also engaged In killing 
and kidnapping for ransom of innocent people and Government 
officials as a result of which development activities were 
hampered. The Constitution of the aforesaid banned 
organizations were also proved by the witnesses. 

25. A perusal of the Constitution of All Tripura Tiger Force 
shows that the main objective of the Force is to form a separate 
country comprising of the seven States of North East, namely, 
Tripura, Assam, Manipur, Mizoram, Nagaland, Meghalaya and 
Arunachal Pradesh and for this the Force was to support all 
sorts of movements and utilize their own force for the purpose. 
The main objective of the National liberation Front of Tripura 
was to overthorw Imperialism, capitalism and neo-colonialism

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from Tripura with armed struggle with a view to have a distinct 

and independent identity of the Bork civilization of Twipra; to 
liberate the Borokland Twipra complete freedom and transform a 
People’s Republic with a view to establish the true Justice, 

Liberty, Equality and Fraternity in the State. With a view to 
achieve this objective of setting up of its own independent 
government and overthrow the alleged capitalist Government of 
India, the Constitution provided that it will have Its own 
independent flag, constitution of emblem and official language. 

To achieve this objective, the Constitution provided that it will 
resort to even use of force. The Government has also placed on 
record receipts issued by National liberation Front of Tripura 
regarding extortion of money from Panchayat officials and 
individuals in the name of revenue and tax. 

26. A perusal of the statement of the witnesses and on 
perusal of the affidavits and documents placed on record 
including the Constitution of National Liberation Front of Tripura 
and All Tripura Tiger Force, subscription notices and extortion 
receipts, it is clear that objectives of both the National Liberation 
Front of 'Tripura and Ail Tripura Tiger Force is to establish an 
independent identity of Borokland Tripura as well as separate 
country comprising of the seven North-Eastern States. The area 
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of oneration of these organizations mainly Include West Tripura, 
Dhalai, North and South Tripura. These organizations possess 
sophisticated fire arms procured from illegal sources. They are 
continuing to follow the policy of secession from India; they are 
continuing to indulge in activities pre-judicial to the sovereignty 
and integrity of India and indulging in violence and terror 
through armed action with a view to achieve their objective. 
They are also indulging in extortion and illegal tax collection 
from public including businessmen, traders and even 
Government employees and they have links with and support of 
other North-East insurgent groups. They are continuing to 
maintain sanctuaries, safe havens, training camps in 
neighbouring Bangladesh and are procuring large number of 
sophisticated arms and ammunitions through clandestine 
channels or by snatching from various security forces. The 
organizations are indulging in killing of civilians, armed 
personnel and are resorting to looting, extortion and other 
criminal acts and are thus creating a climate of lawlessness. 

27 The ' Unlawful Association’ has been defined in Section 


2(g) of the Act as under:- 
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“(^"unlawful association" means any association— 

i. which has for its object any unlawful activity, 
or which encourages or aids persons to 
undertake any unlawful activity, or of which 
the members undertake such activity; or 

ii. which has for its object any activity which is 
punishable under section 153A or section 
153B of the Indian Penal Code (45 of 1860), or 
which encourages or aids persons to undertake 
any such activity, or of which the members 
undertake any such activity:" 

'Unlawful Activity' has been defined in Section 2(f) of 
the Act as under:- 

"(f)"unlawful activity,” in relation to an individual or 
association, means any action taken by such 
individual or association (whether by committing an 
act or by words, either spoken or written, or by signs 
or by visible representation or otherwise),— 

i. which is intended, or supports any claim to 
bring about, on any ground whatsoever, the 
cession of a part of the territory of India or the 
secession of a part of the territory of India from 
the Union, or which incites any individual or 
group of individuals to bring about such 
cession or secession; 

ii. which disclaims, questions, disrupts or Is 
intended to disrupt the sovereignty and 
territorial integrity of India;” 

28. From a perusal of the evidence produced on record, it 

is manifest that both the aforesaid organizations, namely. 

National Liberation Front of Tripura and All Tripura Tiger Force 
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and are resorting to acts of killing of civilians, army and police 
personnel, extortion of funds from public and traders in Tripura 
from procuring sophisticated arms and ammunitions through 
clandestine channels or by snatching from various security 
forces. The organizations have links with and support of other 
north eastern secessionist insurgent groups. The aims and 
objectives of both the organizations are to secede from India and 
to form a separate State of Tripura or in any case a sovereign 
S tatp of all the seven North-Eastern States including Tripura. It 
is also proved from the material on record that if these 
organizations are allowed to continue with their activities, they 
will indulge In insurgent and unlawful activities. Both the 
organizations are Indulging in various violent activities of 
extortion, looting and are creating a climate of lawlessness in the 
State of Tripura, Their activities are intended to disrupt the 
sovereignty and territorial integrity of India and if they are not 
checked, not only that the unlawful activities will increase but 
also an atmosphere may be created in the State for secession 
from India. Their activities are thus a clear threat to the 
sovereignty and Integrity of the country. The organizations are 
advocating and practicing the secession of a part of the territory 
of India from the Union and are inciting the individuals and 
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groups of Individuals to bring about such cession or secession 

from the country. Their activities clearly amount to unlawful 
activities as defined under Section 2(f) of the Act. 


29. From the material brought on record in the shape of 
various affidavits, documents, reports of various authorities and 
the depositions made before the Tribunal, it is manifest that the 
above named associations, namely NLFT and ATTF have been 
engaging in the following unlawful activities at a large scaler- 

a) wholesale killings of civilians and personnel 
belonging to the Police and Security Forces; 

b) extortion of funds from the public including 
businessmen and traders in Tripura; 

c) procuring large number of arms and 
ammunitions, including sophisticated ones, 
through clandestine or illegal channels and 
inducting them secretly into THpura through a 
neighbouring country; 

d) establishing and maintaining camps in a 
neighbouring country for the purpose of safe 
sanctuary, training, procurement of arms and 
ammunitions, etc.; 
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e) establishing and maintaining linkages with 
other Tripura tribal extremist groups for 
causing and fomenting communal clashes 
between the tribal and non-tribal communities 
in Tripura. 

30. These activities attributed to the above named 
associations clearly amount to unlawful activities within the 
meaning of Section 2(f) of the Act. The associations pursuing 
such activities are, therefore, undoubtedly unlawful associations 
within the meaning of Section 2(g) of the Act. Therefore, the 
Central Government was fully Justified in declaring the said 
NLFT and ATTF as the unlawful associations. This Tribunal see 
no reason why this declaration should not be confirmed. 

31. For the foregoing reasons, I am satisfied that there was 
sufficient cause for declaring the National Liberation Front of 
Tripura and the All Tctpura Tiger Force as unlawful associations. 
This Tribunal, accordingly, confirm the declaration made by the 
Central Government vide notification dated 3 rd October, 2003 
issued under sub-section (1) of Section 3 of the Unlawful
